Aid to Defence 
—Student Poll 

London, Ont. — (CUP) — Four out 
of live students at the University 
of Western Ontario here favour 
some form of compulsory military 
training, according to a poll con- 
ducted by the student newspaper, 
The Gazette. 

Fifty-nine percent of students 
polled said they felt Canada was 
not doing her share for defence un- 
dci the Atlantic Pact treaty, while 
79 percent favoured compulsory 
military training so this country 
could live up to the terms of the 
treaty,

Model Parliament 
Passes Liberal 
Defence Bill 

Winnipeg, Man. — <CUP) — In 
Ihc 1951 tcAsion of the University 
of Manitoba student' parliament, 
the Liberal government approved 
the conscription of 275,000 men into 
Ihe Canadian ' army despite strong 
opposition to the bill. 

The parliament was held Jan. 
II to 13 in the Manitoba legislative 
chamber. The Liberal party form- 
ed the government and the Con- 
servatives the official opposition. 

The government draft proposal 
was severely attacked on the 
ground that it was "equivocal and 
unqualified," and that it was not 
mentioned In the Liberal platform 
submitted to the electorate. 

Conscription of 275,000 men after 
Aug, 1, 1051, if voluntary methods 
fail, was advocated in the bill on 
National Defence. E^win A. Brown, 
minister of defence, stated that "a 
democracy grants us rights and 
privileges but also Imposes upon 
us duties and obligations." 

The opposition to the hill as 
stated in defealed amendments, was 
crsal military training for ronserip 
satlon, (he wish to substitute 
universal military (raining for con- 
scription, and (he lack of provision 
for recruidng In (he air force and 
navy. 

An attempt to defeat the bill sug- 
gested that it go IflWt* effect only 
after a signed dc:laration of war. 
It was also suggested . that the mat- 
ter be put to a referendum.

Red China Amtounceis 
Cease Fire lis PosiSiible 



In a surprise move. Communist 
China yesterday indicated that a 
cease-fire in Korea might he 
arranged by a aeven-eountry con- 
ference on Korea, F'ormosa and 
all Far East problems. The United 
States branded it a "transparent 
attempt to divide the free world" 
but this failed to stop other UN 
delcgalr.s from postponing the 
vote in the UN Polilieal Commit- 
tee branding Red China an ag- 
gressor. 

US delegate, Warren It Austin, 
who introduced the "aggressor" 
motion warned the committee that 
11 was merely prolonging by 48 
hours the time in which our sons 
will be shedding blood on the field 
of battle." Supporting India's dele 
gale who moved for the postpone 
ment, Canada's External Affair's 
Minister Lester B. Pearson said that 
time was necessary to study the 
Chinese proposal as the clarification 
of Red policy which the message 
contained might affect the decis 
ions of the delegates. 

Yesterday's message by the Pel- 
ping government differed from 
the prcvlou.-i one M'hlch was of- 
fcrcil last week and rejected In 
that It provides for a crasc-firc 
while the conference Is taking 
place. Some delegates hailed the

In Korea, the fighting seesawed 
with Chinese on the offensive on 
Rome front' while on others the UN 
forces were gaining ground. Near 
Andong, 40 miles inside Allied lines 
and 50 miles north of Tacgu. sud- 
denly aggressive Chinese troops 
wiped out a battalion of South Kor- 
ean engineers oh the right flank of 
the UN lines. American reports in- 
dicate that this may mean a south- 
ward movement of about 20,000 
Communist troops. 

In startling contrast. Allied 
troops again took Wonju, 25 miles 
south of Seoul, without meeting 
any of the expected opposition; 
Although fighdng on most fronts 
U relatively quiet, Communist 
regulars and guerrillas have been 
infiltrating behind Allied lines 
apparently In preparation for the 
newest Communist assault which 
Allied troops have been expect- 
ing since the fall of SeouL

Avalanches set tip by a. three day 
blizzard have claimed tnc lives of 
at ° least ISO persons in Austria, 
Italy, France and Switzerland, 
Troops of seven countries including 
tho.sc of the U.S. and Britain sta- 
tioned on the Continent were of- 
fered to authorities of the afflicted 
countries to aid in rescue work and 
in restoring communications.

With Bill Turner, of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, Lazure went to 
the Prague Congress as an observ- 
er^ior^the't:NàUo;iBl Federation of 
C^anââlan^ University Students iNF 
CUS). The report llicy brought 
baeit, which was widely distribut- 
ed in this country, told how 
most Western non • communist 
student unions, including Canada's 
NFCUS, had concluded' as a result 
o( the Prague Congress that they 
could not work with the lUS on 
international ^ student relief and 
educational projects. 

As a result, their report said, 
these Western student unions de- 
cided to hold the Stockholm meet- 
ing to discuss projects they could 
undertake, singly or together, par- 
ticularly in the field of student 
relief. 

Lazure, as NFCÙS vice- - presi- 
dent In charge of international af- 
fairs, attended the Stockholm ga- 
thering along with Art Mauro, of 
the University of Manitoba, who is 
NFCUS president, and Jack Gray, 
managing editor of The Toronto 
Varsity, student newspaper at the 
University of Toronto. - .

press organization calling itself a paliticil party. 
But it Is plain common sense thil a public organiz- 
ation set up and controlled, by a private conspiracy 
to overthrow ' a system of government is not a 
"party" operating within that system o( govern- 
ment. Its pretense to be a "parly" is a political 
trick. Lc{isIalion can be devised that will defeat 
this trick, yet not outlaw heedom of opinion. It is 
the only way, lii this unprecedented crisis of dem- 
ocratic history, that such freedom of opinion can be 
preserved. 

A persuasive objection to outlawing the Com- 
munist parly is the fear that bigoted standpatters 
will abuse the law to silence all agitation and stop 
all change. It is the failure of concise legal defin- 
ition of «this new crime of totalitarian conspiracy 
i^whlmf gives the reactionaries a free hand and of- 
fairppretext for the repi-essron of minorities tnd 
of all radical opinion. The "Padlock Law" is a 
bad law In that it provides no precise definition of 
what is to be banned, and leaves far too much to 
the discretion of one man, the Quebec Attorneyr 
General; it should be repealed. 

In summary: the 'Communist party should be 
outlawed, not because o( its advocacy of a com- 
munistic way of life, but bçcause if aims for over- 
throw of our democratic system by revolution and 
is the direct agent of a hostile foreign power. There

In order to succeed, 
hb must keep himself In close con- 
tàct with little btjreaucratic dicta- 
tors who own most'6f the artist's 
contracts. He must locate a hall, 
paying from three hundred to a 
thousand er more a night (depend- 
ing on condition tnd tiza), pay his 
publicity agents,' and printed mat- 
ters and above all, the artist and 
the little fat, man who holds the 
contracts. - From then on, he must 
hope for a full house. After a month 
or so of work and anxiety, he 
might come out with a turplut of | 
one hundred or may. be two hund-! 
red dollars It he is lucky; | 

If the' impressarios want greater 
support • from Mr. Public, they 
should try to improve their "ligne 
de conduite" (this applies more to'

Edmonton; v;A]ta.— (CUP) — The 
Province of ' Allierta recently' open- 
ed a hew laboratory here on the 
campus whi:h Is a completely self- 
contained unit whose purpose Is the 
pieventlon and control of disease, 
testing, examining and analyiising 
biological phenomena ' I throughout 
Alberia and a' large-portion of the 
Northwest Territories.. / 

The entire'third floor of the lab 
contains' the'. Animal House, which 
is a series of (cientiflcatly heated 
and ventilated rooms where all the 
live animals used by the lab in 
making tests are kept. Each cage- 
room can be kept at a tdiffer.ent 
temperature ranging from below 
freezing to 70 degrees above tor 
testing purposes. , :^ . . v 
WALK -IN REFRIGERATOR

Toronto, Ont.— (CUP)— Dr. Blatz. 
Director of the Institute of Child 
Study in a recent address at the 
Psychiatric Hospital on "Effective 
Study Work Habits" stated that no 
university student should strive for 
more than 51 per. cent In an examl- 
iriotlon In thé.ïium'anltles. 

"They should leave when they 
have written this amount," he ad- 
vocated, and In this way, exams, 
scholarships and degrees would be 
eliminated, and that knowledge 
would be acquired ^solely for the 
sake of becoming an educated per 
son. 

By following the work habits 
which he prescribed during < the 
several years spent at university 
they will become habit, and it con 
tinued for the next forty years one 
will becoiffe educated and the In- 
ertia. ot ignorance will be overcome. 

"The youth of Canada never en- 
Joy spring," Dr. Blatz said, but he 
went on to say that this condition 
was lll<cly to continue because stu
